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COMMENTARY ON THE GREG PINEDA COLLECTION 
By Neil Shafer 


Greg Pineda, a neurologist from California, has been a good numismatic and personal friend of mine for close to 40 years. 
Our major kindred interest is the study and collecting of Philippine coins, paper money and other related items. During that 
time he has put together what I consider to be the finest Philippine numismatic collection that has ever been accomplished. 
It is with the greatest pleasure that we are able to offer this marvelous collection, the work of a lifetime, to the collecting 
community. Many items herein have never been offered publicly; most likely a high percentage will not be available ever 


again. 


Greg provided me with a signal honor when he asked that I write my personal observations and information in this special 
catalog for any lots where I felt I could add something useful. I have provided provenance where known, added my own 
thoughts about rarity and condition, and cited any other facts that help explain or highlight certain issues. References will be 
made to my several books covering coins and paper money of the Philippines as well as to other books on the subject. 


Collecting U.S. coins and paper money has also been a very important aspect of my numismatic activities. Thus I was 
particularly struck by the very close tie-in with the United States as a part of the Philippine perspective. Before I did the 
necessary research, I had no idea of the extent to which Philippine coins and paper money issued as a U.S. possession, from 
1903 through World War II, were attached so deeply to the “mother country.” I also expanded my work back into the area of 
Spanish-Philippine issues and was able to learn a good portion of the complexities involved with those pieces. 


I provided a brief background for each of the various major categories of the auction. In those comments I explained 
circumstances behind those issues that need such clarification. There will also be some references to the Pineda Collection 
and its position relative to the section being discussed. These paragraphs should allow a deeper appreciation of this 
masterpiece collection as a whole. Enjoy!

Auction Basics. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (“Auction Sale”) conducted by licensed and bonded Auctioneers, Lyn Knight 
Currency Auctions (hereinafter referred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as “Knight”), in association with Hal Hunt Enterprises, Inc., TN 
Firm License #5763 and Harry Hunt Jr., TN Auctioneers License #2381. Bidding in this Auction Sale constitutes acceptance by you 
(“Bidder”) of all the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale stated herein. Bidders may include consignors who may bid and purchase lot(s) 
in the Auction Sale consigned by the consignor or by other consignors pursuant to their consignment agreement with Knight (“Consignor” 
and “Consignors”). A Consignor that bids on their own lots in the Auction Sale may pay a different fee than the buyer's premium charged 
to all other buyers. Knight reserves the right to include in any auction sale its own material as well as material from affiliated or related 
companies, principals, officers or employees. Knight may have direct or indirect interests in any of the lots in the auction and may 

collect commissions. THE TWO PRECEEDING SENTENCES SHALL BE DEEMED A PART OF THE DESCRIPTION OF ALL LOTS 
CONTAINED IN THE CATALOGUE. Pursuant to a separate agreement with Knight, Consignors or their agents may be permitted to bid 
on their own lots in the sale and may receive a rebate commission in whole or part if successful.

The grade, mintmark, 
quality, designation, variety, rarity, provenance, and historic relevance of any items in this sale are qualified statements of good faith 
opinion of Knight or its Consignor(s). It is possible that two people will not always grade the same item alike. Also, as market conditions 
change, grading standards change, and will most likely continue to do so in the future. Each Bidder’s own examination of the item(s) is 
the criterion and not the grade represented by another. Every effort is made by Knight to determine provenance and authenticity. It is the 
Bidder’s responsibility to arrive at a final conclusion prior to bidding. In any purchase or sale, the value of the item(s) is determined by the 
price. THE BIDDER HEREBY ASSUMES ALL RISKS OF VALUE CONCERNING ANY AND ALL PURCHASES. All photographs in this 
catalogue are of the actual items being sold but may not be the actual size or to scale. NO RETURNS OF THIRD PARTY GRADED 
NOTES. 


The Bidding Process. The auctioneer may open or accept the bidding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her 
agent, a Bidder by mail, telephone, internet or telefax; or any other participant in the Auction Sale. Mail bidders are urged to send their 
bids early, and are reminded that fax bids must be sent to (913) 338-4754 and received no later than 24 hours prior to the start of each 
session or live auction bidding in order to be recognized. No bids less than 60% of the low estimate will be considered or entered and 

no lots will be sold for less than face value. The Auctioneer may accept or decline any bid, challenge to any bid or bidding increment, 

as the Auctioneer in their sole discretion shall determine. Bids must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale. No lot 
will be broken up unless otherwise permitted by the Auctioneer. Lots will be sold in their numbered sequence unless Auctioneer directs 
otherwise. It is unlawful and illegal for Bidders to collude, pool, or agree with another Bidder to pay less than the fair value for lot(s).

For Bidders by mail, telefax or internet, who have not had the opportunity to view the lot(s), if there is a material error in the catalogue 
description, the lot may be returned if written notice is received by Knight within five (5) calendar days of receipt of the lot(s). The lot(s) 
must be received by Knight no later than twenty-one (21) calendar days after the Auction Sale in the same condition the lot(s) were 
delivered to the Bidder, in their original containers. Late remittance constitutes just cause for revocation of all return privileges. All 
prospective Bidders who have had the opportunity to examine the lot(s) prior to the Auction sale personally assume all responsibility 

for any damage that Bidder causes while handling or examining lot(s). Knight shall have sole discretion in determining the value of the 
damage caused, which shall be promptly paid by the prospective Bidder.

By submitting a bid, the Bidder acknowledges that Bidder has read the Terms and Conditions of Auction 
Sale, the descriptions for the lot(s) on which they have bid, and that they agree to adhere to these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. 
This agreement shall be deemed to have been made in Kansas. The bidder acknowledges that the invoice describing a lot by number 
incorporates the catalogue and Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. 


Prices, Payment and Delivery. The Buyer's Premium of eighteen percent (18%) will be added to the total amount of all invoices when 
paid by any means OTHER than cash, check, bank wire or money order. The Buyer's Premium will be further discounted to fifteen 
percent (15%) when handled through our regular in-house procedures, including payments using cash, bank wire, money order or a good 
check (with pre-approval). Please note that credit card checks and cashier's checks are not acceptable forms of payment. No extra fees 
are added for using Knight Live, our live auction system. Payment is the same for Knight Live as it is for all other bidding methods. An 
international bank wire fee will be charged of $37.50. A reacquisition charge may apply to Consignors pursuant to a separate agreement, 
which may be higher or lower than the Buyer’s Commission. Unless otherwise agreed in writing, auction sales are strictly cash in U.S. 
funds payable through a bank in the United States. No credit card checks will be accepted as payment for auction lots. On any cash 
transaction or series of transactions exceeding $10,000, Treasury form 8300 will be filed. Contact Knight for wiring instructions before 
sending a wire. Lots must be paid for the earlier of receipt invoice or delivery. Knight reserves the right to decline to release lots for 
which good funds have not yet been received. On any accounts past due, Knight reserves the right to extend credit and impose periodic 
charges. Bidder agrees to pay reasonable attorney’s fees and cost incurred to collect on such past due accounts. Bids will not be 
accepted from those persons under eighteen (18) years of age without a parent’s written consent which acknowledges the Terms and 
Conditions of Auction Sale herein and agrees to be bound thereby on behalf of the Bidder. Bidders personally and unconditionally 
guarantee payment that are or become owed to Knight. If a corporation is the Bidder, the corporate representative present at the sale 
shall provide Knight at the time of registration with a statement signed by each principal, director and officer that they each personally 
and unconditionally guarantee any and all current or future obligations owed to Knight or such other statement as may be acceptable to 
Knight, in the sole discretion of Knight. Bidders who have not established credit with Knight must furnish satisfactory credit references or 
deposit at least twenty-five percent (25%) of their total bids for that Auction Sale session(s) or such other amounts as Knight may, in its 
sole and absolute discretion, require before such bids will be accepted. Deposits submitted will be applied to purchases. Bidders agree 
to pay an additional fee for packing, handling, postage and insurance on lots mailed to them, which fee shall be determined by the 

value of the item(s) shipped and added to the total invoice as follows: $6.50 for $1-499 shipments; $10 for $500-2499 shipments; 

$20 for $2500-10000 shipments; $32 for S10000-25000 shipments; $47 for $25001-50000 shipments; $57 for $50001-100000 shipments. 
For shipments valued over $100,000 the fee will be determined at the time of the sale. Bidders outside the United States shall be 
invoiced for Knight’s shipping costs (an additional $12 handling fee will be added to International Bidders invoice), but agree to provide 
their own insurance on lots shipped to them (Knight shall not be responsible for non-delivery of lots shipped to addresses outside the 
United States). Additional fees will be charged for oversize/heavy items. Any remaining deposits will be promptly refunded, upon 
clearance of funds. Knight will not assume responsibility for the shipping and packaging of certain larger items or items of a more fragile 
nature sold in this sale as determined by Knight. It is the Bidder’s responsibility to contact Knight after the sale to make shipping and 
packaging arrangements. Due to the fragile nature of some lots, Knight may be forced to charge additional shipping and handling. Lots 
indicated as being “framed” are shipped at the Bidder’s risk. Taxes, postage, freight charges, if applicable handling, insurance and 
Buyer’s commission, and any other fees required by law to be charged or collected will be added to the invoice for any lot(s) that is 
invoiced to successful Bidders.

Bidder grants Knight or its assigns the right to offset any sums due, or found to be due to Knight, and to make such offset from any past, 
current or future consignment, purchases that are in the possession or control of Knight, or from any sums due to Bidder by Knight. 
Bidder further grants Knight a purchase money security interest in such items to the extent applicable. Bidder agrees that Knight and its 
assigns shall be a secured party with respect to items bought by Bidder and in the possession of Knight, to the extent of the maximum 
indebtedness, plus all accrued expenses attorney fees and costs, until the indebtedness is paid. Bidder grants Knight the right to file a 
UCC-1 financing statement on such items without need for Bidders signature and to assign such interest to any affiliated or related 
company or any third party deemed appropriate by Knight. If the auction invoice is not paid for in full when due per invoice terms, the 
unpaid balance will earn interest at the rate of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month until it is paid in full. In the event this 
interest rate exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to the maximum rate permitted by law. Bidder agrees to 
pay all reasonable attorney’s fees, court costs and other collection costs incurred by Knight or any affiliated or related company to collect 
past due invoices.

e. Grading or condition or other attributes of the lots may have a material effect on the value of the item(s) purchased, and the opinion 
of others (including independent grading services) may differ with the independent grading services opinion or interpretation of 
Knight. Knight shall not be bound by any prior or subsequent opinion, determination or certification by any independent grading 
service. 

f. All oral and written statements made by Knight and its employees (including affiliated and related companies) are statements of 
opinion only, and are not warranties or representations of any kind, unless stated as a specific written warranty, and no employee or 
agent of Knight has authority to vary or alter these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. Any alteration shall be effective only if in 
writing and signed by an officer of Knight authorized to do so. 

g. Bidders shall have no recourse against the Consignor for any reason whatsoever.

8. Waiver and Release. Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and assigns, generally and specifically waives and releases, 
and forever discharges Knight, and its respective affiliates, parents, shareholders, agents, subsidiaries, employees, members of their 
respective boards of directors, and each of them, and their respective successors and assigns from any and all claims, rights demands 
and causes of actions and suits, of whatever kind or nature, whether in law or equity, whether known or unknown, suspected or 
unsuspected, which Bidder may claim to have with respect to and/or arising out of, or in connection with any challenge to the title to any 
goods purchased, the sale itself, and/or the auction, except where such reimbursement is otherwise authorized in these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction Sale. It is the intention of Bidder that this waiver and release shall be effective as a bar to each and every claim, 
demand, cause of action and suit that may arise hereunder, and Purchaser hereby knowingly and voluntarily waives any and all rights 
and benefits otherwise conferred upon him by the provisions of Section 1542 of the California Civil Code, which reads in full as follows. 
“A GENERAL RELEASE DOES NOT EXTEND TO CLAIMS WHICH THE CREDITOR DOES NOT KNOW OR SUSPECT TO EXIST IN 
HIS FAVOR AT THE TIME OF EXECUTING THE RELEASE, WHICH IF KNOWN BY HIM MUST HAVE MATERIALLY AFFECTED HIS

9. Disputes. |f a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot that has been bid upon, Knight reserves the right to commence a statutory 
inter-pleader proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and successful Bidder and any other applicable party, and in such event shall 
be entitled to its reasonable attorney’s fees and costs. Knight reserves the right to postpone the Auction Sale or any session thereof for 
a reasonable period of time for any reason whatsoever. No Bidder shall have any claim as a result thereof, including incidental or 
consequential damages. Neither Knight nor any affiliated or related company shall be responsible for incidental or consequential 
damages arising out of any failure of the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale, the auction or the conduct thereof and in no event shall 
liability for any such failure exceed the purchase price, premium or fees paid. If the Bidder fails to comply with one or more of these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale, then, in addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity, Knight may at its sole 
option either (a) cancel the sale, retaining all payments made by Bidder as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages 
may be speculative or difficult to compute, or (b) sell a portion or all of the lot(s) held by Knight, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of 
Knight to satisfy the indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Knight may sell such portion at an auction sale or private sale conducted 
by Knight and charge a seller’s commission that is commercially reasonable.

Bidder acknowledges and agrees that the 
competent courts of the State of Kansas shall have exclusive jurisdiction over any dispute(s) arising hereunder, and Bidder hereby 
agrees that any dispute arising hereunder shall be litigated exclusively in the courts of the State of Kansas, regardless of any party’s 
current or future residence or domicile. Bidder further agrees that venue shall be in the Superior Court for Johnson County, in the State of 
Kansas. Bidder agrees that any legal action with respect to this Auction sale is barred unless commenced within one (1) year of the date 
of this Auction Sale. Bidder may have the right to submit disputes to binding arbitration pursuant to the rules of the Professional 
Numismatics Guild (“PNG”). If any section of these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale or any term or provision of any section is held 
to be invalid, void, or unenforceable by any court of competent jurisdiction, the remaining sections or terms and provisions of a section 
shall continue in full force and effect without being impaired or invalidated in any way.

The Dr. Greg Pineda Philippine Collection 71 


THE UNIQUE PHILIPPINE 1907 ONE PESO FROM PHILADELPHIA 


US Philippines KM 172? 1907 (P) 1 Peso In his own words at the beginning of this catalog, Dr. Pineda calls this piece 
“the Crown Jewel of my collection,” and rightly so. There is no mint record for such a striking, but two similar Peso coins were made 
there and for a specific reason. Each of these two pieces is unique in its own right. While their designs and diameters are the same 
(35mm), they are struck in differing alloys of silver, those being .900 fine and .800 fine, respectively. Both are truly outstanding Proof 
coins with lovely surface and subdued brilliance. 


The need for these coins arose from a series of circumstances that had developed ever since the production of a special US-Philippine 
series of coins was authorized in 1903. After much debate over a period of years, on March 2, 1903 the Congress of the United States 
approved a measure entitled, “An Act to Establish a Standard of Value and to Provide for a Coinage System in the Philippine Islands”. 
This Act placed the Islands on a theoretical gold standard with a silver peso as the unit to be coined. Silver coinage was to consist of 

a peso the same size, weight and fineness as the U.S. Silver Dollar (39mm). Also to be coined were 50, 20 and 10 Centavos in silver, 

a copper-nickel 5 Centavos, and bronze 1 and 1/2 Centavo pieces. Value in terms of United States money was established on a two-to-one 
basis with 2 Pesos being equal to 1 U.S. Dollar in exchange. At first this new coinage system appeared to be working out well, except 
for one factor, the rising price of silver on the world market. In fact, it had risen to ruinous proportions by 1905; stop-gap laws were 
hastily enacted that prohibited exportation of silver coins, but those proved largely ineffective. Silver coinage was forced to a 

complete halt by mid-1906 as a result. The situation grew even worse, and by November of 1906 the bullion value of Philippine silver 
coins had reached 13.2% over their face value. Authority was then granted to recall from circulation and banks whatever silver remained, 
ship it all back to the United States, and have it recoined into smaller-size pieces of a lesser fineness. The Act of Congress, December 1906 
“for the purpose of preventing the melting and exportation of the silver coins of the Philippine Islands as a result of the high price of 
silver” outlined the new standards of silver content for the recoinage, as follows: the peso piece was to be struck in .800 fine silver with 
a diameter of 35mm. The 50, 20 and 10 centavos were also to be reduced in size and struck in .750 silver. 


The following paragraph is taken from my 1961 booklet, “United States Territorial Coinage for the Philippine Islands,” p. [Se eeuinere 
was much discussion regarding such a change - from its probable effects upon the Filipino people to the extra wear and tear on mint 
machinery from the harder planchets with more alloy. Trial pieces were struck at Philadelphia in varying fineness combinations, and by 
April of 1907 the new coinage was approved and in production.” 


That sentence was all I could ever find until now that provided any mention of 1907 Philadelphia trial coins, but it substantiates the fact 
of some production that year even though there are no mint records of such pieces having been made except in this offhand reference. 

On the internet quite by accident I found a recent article by Timothy B. Benford, Yahoo! Contributor Network writer, who said (in his 
article about the dumping of millions of pesos into Manila Bay in 1942) that Philadelphia made two pieces in 1907 (and 500 in 1908, 
referring to the well-known proof mintage). If nothing else, his statement is further corroboration of the exceedingly rare status of the 1907 
peso. I have seen both of the coins that are known today. One is in the Central Bank Money Museum in Manila, where I was able to 
study it in 1979. As I recall it, the condition was very much the same as this piece offered here. The feeling is that since its toning was 
lighter, it was the one struck in .900 fine silver. This example is somewhat more toned, so it is believed to have been struck in .800 fine 
silver. 


Dr. Pineda stated that it took him 20 years of determination before the opportunity to acquire this extraordinary coin was given him. 

It was a once-in-a-lifetime purchase that immediately set his remarkable collection miles ahead of anyone else, and is one of the main 
reasons I have called this collection the best ever formed. What better is there than to be able to hold and marvel at such a 
numismatically historic, unique and beautiful coin such as this one?

5680 US Philippines Basso 128? 1920 (M) The Wilson medal is a great historical piece in every sense of the word. Numismatically 


it represents the official opening of the only U.S. Mint facility ever set up for any Territorial possessions. Historically it symbolizes the 
culmination of many years of planning that go back to the Philippine Insurrection of 1899-1901 and the taking over of the country by 
the United States. Upon the adoption of the Philippine currency system on March 2, 1903, authorization was given to provide coins as 
well as paper money for circulation. At the time, no non-silver coinage was being performed at the San Francisco Mint, so all 

1/2, 1 and 5 Centavos pieces had to come from Philadelphia. Both mints divided the work entailed with the silver coinage, with 

San Francisco providing the bulk of the coins as it saved cross-country shipping costs and was simply more convenient. All proof 
coinage from 1903 through 1908 was accomplished at Philadelphia as was the usual custom. 


In 1904, millions of the unneeded 1/2 Centavos were sent to San Francisco to be recoined into 1 Centavo coins, a first for this facility. 
Most likely some of those 1/2 Centavos ended up as part of the initial coinage of U.S. subsidiary pieces at San Francisco, the 1908-S 
Indian Head cents. Through the years from 1907 through 1919, with the lone exception of 1907-P minor silver coinage, the entire burden 
of supplying enough coins of all denominations to fill the commercial needs of the Philippines fell to San Francisco. The necessity of 
establishing a local facility was brought home during those years, especially during World War I, as mintages for the Philippines had been 
substantial in many cases. In 1915 Chief Mechanical Engineer for the U.S. Mint, Clifford Hewitt, began construction of electrically operated 
minting machinery destined for operation at a planned Manila Mint. His job was to build and install the equipment, also to teach the mint 
workers how to operate it. By 1920 it was ready for shipment to Manila where the newly refurbished building (the same one operated 

for many years by Spanish authorities) was set to open. The Manila Mint would be the first, and only, branch mint located outside the 
continental United States. The formal opening took place the morning of July 16, 1920. To honor this occasion, special medals were 
prepared and struck at the new facility; in fact, these medals were among the first issues produced there. 


Description of the medal is as follows: Obverse: Portrait of President Woodrow Wilson to left; inscription PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES surrounding. Reverse: Justice kneeling and watching a nude boy pouring coin planchets from a cornucopia into a coining press; 
legend around, TO COMMEMORATE THE OPENING OF THE MINT. In exergue: MANILA PI. / 1920. 


For years it was firmly believed that Clifford Hewitt had been the designer of this medal. Controversy has recently arisen, and there seems 
to be evidence that he may not have done this kind of work. In a recent E-Sylum article (Vol. 15 No. 6, Feb. 12, 2012) there is an 
article claiming that his job as a machinist had nothing to do with designing medals, and that most likely it was completely the work 

of Philadelphia Mint Chief Engraver George T. Morgan, whose initial M appears on either side of the medal. Dies for both the obverse 
and reverse were also prepared by him. The portrait, it is claimed, was modified from a similar portrait by Morgan found on an 

Assay medal of 1914. Some reverse design elements appear to have been borrowed from the reverse of the 1915-S Panama-Pacific 
commemorative half dollar that shows a nude boy with cornucopia. Coincidentally, that reverse was also a Morgan design. The style 

is also compared with other work by Morgan and the feeling is that it is similar. 


The 1920 Wilson Medal is listed in the Hibler-Kappen catalog, “So-Called Dollars” (published in 1963). Diameter is 38mm for all Wilson 
medals. Silver version is HK 449; there were 2,200 struck in .900 fine silver on planchets similar to those used for U.S. Silver Dollars 
(the reason they are often referred to as Wilson “Dollars”). These were offered for sale for $1. Copper version is HK 450; there were 
3,700 struck. These were offered for sale for 50 cents. (An unknown quantity of both silver and copper Wilson medals was part of the 
massive dumping of silver pesos into Manila Bay at the beginning of World War II. Salvaged examples are occasionally available on the 
market.) Gold version is HK 1031. Gold strikes were made for presentation purposes only, and were never offered for public sale. One 
was presented to President Wilson; another given to Secretary of War Newton Diehl Baker. 


There has been disagreement among researchers as to the approximate number of gold Wilson Medals struck. For years it was thought to 
be five; then others indicated they could account for only three, believing that two or three were lost during World War II. Around five 
seems to be the number closest to a consensus. Sales records in recent years include an example graded MS 62 by NGC that sold for 
$74,750 in a Heritage Galleries sale of July 2008. Later that same piece sold through Stack’s in September, 2009 at a discounted price 

of $56,350. It is believed that none has been offered publicly since then. PCGS has conservatively given the present example an AU 55 
number; it is a truly beautiful piece with sharp details, as they are reported to have been struck at least three times just to bring out the 
features more clearly. The new owner will be justly proud of such a wonderful and rare acquisition.

Inconsequential red ink spot on several coupons of this issue. 

All coupons cancelled. A steam locomotive passenger train on 
bridge is on both sides of the 100 and first issue 200 Pounds. 

A steam locomotive with coal tender is on face and back of the 
second issue 200 Pounds and the 1909 issue. All wonderfully 
printed by Bradbury, Wilkinson and Co. A great group that would 
surely be very difficult to find again.

Life in the Philippine Ialands Around 1898 = EIGHT ITEMS. 
First is a booklet with 12 very skillfully hand-painted photos in 
color depicting aspects of Philippine life and culture around 1898. 
Book is titled Souvenir of P.I./Colored Photos by Hand. Page size 
7-1/2 x 5-1/4 inches; interleaved and in wonderful condition, 

most likely brought home after the war ended. Next is a set of six 
4-3/8 x 2-7/8 color cards in German language showing various 
scenes of Filipino people (on a Manila street, at the market, etc.); 
these were published at Antwerp, Belgium by Liebig Company 
Fleisch-Extract in the 1880s and are very colorful. Last is a color 
print of San Mateo River in Rizal Province as it looked in 1886. 
It's about 5-1/2 x 4-1/2 inches, mounted, a lovely scene with names 
of Rienzi and Panier at bottom. A sure way to a better understanding 
of earlier life in the Islands, and beautifully prepared. There cannot 
be many other similar pieces available, if any.

The Spanish-American War and Philippine Insurrection 
FIFTY-TWO (52) ITEMS. First is a very large (about 23 x 15 in.) 
panorama view of Dewey's ships with their names and with title 
"Dewey's Famous Victory at Manila"; mounted. An imposing sight 
in black and white. Next are three songs related to the War on large 
pages: Battle of Manila, Dewey Did March, and Ist South Dakota 
Infantry March. All published around 1903, the last printed in 
Manila. All in nice collectible condition. There are 29 stereo views 
mostly of the War and U.S.soldiers fighting during the Insurrection; 
all are singles except for three of Dewey and two of Battle of 
Manila. Most are very clear, providing seldom-seen scenes of the 
fighting. Published in 1898 on the scene, these have to be of 
immense historical value besides being rare, especially after over 
100 years since they appeared. There are five single photos of U.S. 
soldiers in the Philippines at the time. These are mostly in attractive 
condition. Also three very different war contribution receipts, two 
personal I.D. forms from Manila and Loboc, Bohol dated 1893, 
three tramway receipts for 2 Centimos issued in 1898, two tickets to 
Panorama of Battle of Manila held by Interstate Panorama Co. Also 
a United Spanish War Veterans discharge certificate issued in 1943 
and three post cards going from Manila to New York, written in 
French with basic translation provided. Some historically important 
and terrific display pieces here to go along with any exhibit of 
Philippine numismatic items.
